For serious diseases of the eyes, however, patients are sent to Odessa, to 
vtBRK Professor Filatov, a famous eye specialist,. Because of his recognized 
skill, even the most eminent personages of the Soviet and satellite governments 
Co to him.

State of Repair of the Building* Equipment 

The hospital and the dispensary are located in old buildings, in 
which, however, repairs are carried out every 2 or 3 years so as to keep them 
always in top condition. In the spring of 1956, the hospital was repaired 
and completely modernized. 

The medical and surgical equipment are of late model and are in 
excellent condition. 

Recently the hospital received new radiological equipment. Tn the 
summer of 1956 it also received a Soviet-made electrocardiograph. 

Jit the same time • specialist in the field/was assigned to the hospital. 

Medicines 

The medicines are in sufficient supply, even special medicines. 

The use of streptomycin is reserved for serious oases , and ftust be 
authorized by the Director. 

Treatment of Bed Patients 

Examinations and treatment in the hospital are entire ly free of charge. 

Bed patients are charged 6 rubles per day/fo r board. 

During their stay in the hospital, as provided by a law issued in 

\90 percent of^ 

1953, patients continue to receive/their salary or wages for a period of 3 
months (90 days). 

After 90 days and for the duration of the illness, the patient is 
classified as "disabled" and is placed on a pension. The pensions are very 
low. 
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As soon as he is completely recovered, he can return to his job, at 
the wage and with duties t equivalent to those he had at the time when he became
